Hundred Thousand Boxes Sold at the 


Seizure Rooms—Importers Declin- 


ing to Pay Duty.

When Arrested.

Ind., told cl 
the arrest of Robert C. Hoffman of 
Newark, O., and C. G Donough of 
Washington, Pa., on the charge of 
horspstpalipe. but a= annoijnf5'?

connection with tl>e publication of the 
dispatch no such man was known iit 
this city as Robert Hoffman. It now 
develops that the young man's name 
is Huffman and that his home is Ncr- 
walk instead of Newaik. The follow- 
ing gives some inteiesting details of 
the arrest: 


Robert C. Huffman of Norwalk, 0.. 


and Charles G. McDonough of Wash- 
ington, Pa., Ohio 
college 
students, 


weie arrested here iesterday on th' 
charge of stealing and bound over 
upon their pleas of guilty. They are 
in jail awaiting trial the last week of 
this month. The young men claimed 
to be canvassing for atlases and en- 
gaged two livery horses and two bug- 
gies at Laporte, south of here, to driv* 
into tlie country. They came to Mich- 
igan City and sold the two outfits to 
A. F. Earl, a liveryman. Earl suspect- 
ed they were thieves and going out 
under the pretense of getting a chert 
cashed, returned with a policeman. 


The prisoners had been traveling 


together since July and the postmarks 
on letters found among thefr personal 
effects indicated that they had boon 
in Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois 
and Iowa. Huffman admitted that ho 
and his partner had been making a 
business of horse stealing, and made 
specific mention 
of the 
theft ot a 


horse in a Michigan town. 
Huff- 


man 
and McDonough ' were fash- 


ionably dressed and appear as if thej 
had come from cultured homes. H'ifi> 
man had jiapers-among his 
effects 


showing that he is enrolled as a stu- 
dent at the University school, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and a group picture of the 
University base hall club in his pos- 
session exhibited -him as one of the 
team. He said he was a pitcher, and 
added that he was a football player. 


"I had intended to go to- Princeton 


this fall," he said, "but I guess J 
won't now." Then he whistled merrily 
as he peered between the bars. Mc- 
Donough had letters signed "Mother " 
written on the 
letterheads of 
Me- 


Donough Bios., Giocers, Washington, 
Penn. 


"A diary kept by "Huff man recount- 


ed numerous balls they had attercie-1 
in their wanderings and told of tnanv 
courtships with impassionable village 
maidens, and the memoranda as a 
whole disclosed the fact that 
they 


had been leading a life that was fast 
and gay. 


"Huffman and McDonough refuse to 


divulge the secrets of their travels. 
and McDonough in particular is dis- 
creetly silent. 
Their diary, 
whim 


throws some light on their doings 
abroad, is guarded and covert. Huff- 
man was desirous of keeping from 
his parents "an/ information of his ar 
rest. 
He says he would rather go 


to .prison' than allow his father 
an.' 


mother to learn of his dissraee. 


" 'Don't say I'm from Norwalk,' he 


pleaded. 'Say I'm from' Cleveland.' " 


McDonough, however, proposes '"' 


wire his father of his troubles ard 
hopes to obtain assistance from him. 
He says his father is a real esiat" 
man and also owns a grocery st" 
and hardware store. Among McDon- 
ough's letters was one from his moth- 
er, in which she intimates that he 
stole a pair of trousers from an ac- 
quaintance. 
She urges him to settle 


for the wearing apparel. 


From the letters written by Mrs. 


McDonough it W<M asceits ned ti'pt 
she was unaware that her son v.-a? 
traveling abc'U the country 
as

alioged ageul, l'-t bellow I that ne 
was in the employ of a mining com- 
pany as a civil engineer.

should command you in battle as I 
have commanded some of you who are 
now here.

Seizing the great sword which he had

Former President of Denison Univers'- 


ty at Granville Delivered a Lec- 


ture in Chicago Tuesday. 


"Bachelors are moral degenerates. 


From them emanate most of the sin 
and shame of the world. 
They are 


lacking in mental an^ physical poise. 
The life of no individual Is complete 


ilTlTocc T>n OT- c-hn Tioyn ^ lifn f»nmr>ji"lQ*} 
of the opposite sex." 


Here in a nutshea is the condemna- 


tion pronounced upon the unmarried 
individual by Dr. E. Benjamin An- 
drews, Chancellor of the University of 
Nebraska, in a lecture before students 
and friends of the university of Chi- 
cago Tuesday. 
Dr. Andrews is well 


known in Newark. Some years ago he 
was president of Denison University 
at Granville. 
Bachelor men in the 


audience listened and looked foolish. 
Bachelor girls gasped 
in embarrass- 


ment. The married folk present smil- 
ed approval, while the brand of the 
erudite doctor was being applied. 


"Frovidence intended that men and 


women should marry." continued the 
speaker. 
"The world was made for 


the family and not for the individual. 
The unmarried individual of marriage- 
able age has no place in society nor in 
theschemeof theuniverse. Individuals 
who do not form legal ties with the op- 
posite sex will form illegal ones. The 
world does not want that kind of ties. 
Marriage is a good thing. The great 
jien and women 01 the world—the 
ones 
whose lives were symmetrical 


and whose works were best for pros- 
perity—hare been married." 


Dr. Andrews found fault with the 


tendency of the age—the tendency of 
the bachelor man to use his worldly 
gain for his own selfish enjoyment and 
the tendency of tile bachelor maid to 
leave the family penates and go and 
hustle for herself. He advocated get- 
ting gack to the good, old-fashioned 
ways of the pioneers, when men 
shaped their lives and their affairs pri- 
marily for the marriage state, and the 
girls, demure and hopeful waited for 
them to come along to their father's 
house and propose.

I find so many of tbe new skirts now- 


in course of construction being- copied 
from models that-I can confide*, tly as- 
sert that before ^cold weathei comes 
we shall be wearing not only lots of 
postilions, but also skirts with tabs all 
around the waist hanging down quite 
long, and besides these there "will be 
many skirts with the cuirass at 
the hips, from there the rest being 
laid in plaits neaily to the bottom; 
there they will be left to form a 
flounce. - There ara also" sereral styles 
cf skirts to waists which will fall from 
three to ten inches below the waist 
line. These are called basques, and 
they are open in froat and do not quite 
close in the back. 


Very many of the new skirts show a

PENNY POSTAGE. 


Tbe Incident That ted to Its Estab- 


lishment In Eaelimd. 


Many years ago, when Queen Vic- 


toria first began to reign, it cost nine- 
penca to send a letter from one Eng- 
lish city to another. In those days the 
postage was not paid by tbe sender 
of the letter, as is now customary, but 
by the receiver.

COMES TO NEWARK TODAY FROM 


MT VERNON 


Work of Unloading is Interesting—A 


Fjne Parade—Performance Here 


This Evening. 


Without doubt one of the most in- 


teresting features of a circus is the 
unloading of the show ana its equip- 
ment. 
Immediately upon its arrival 


work commences. 
The men are di- 


vided into squads, named according 
to their respective duties. The squads 
are known as the car, tent, stake, an- 
imal drher, cooking and ring squads. 
Early in the morning all by the last 
named squads are at work. 


The animal and drver squads are at 


work as soon as the switching is fin- 
ished. 
The horses are fed and har- 


nessed. The drivers are divided into 
two classes those who take the wag- 
ons, 
tents, poles, etc., to tte show 


grounds and those wno drive the teams 
that assist in the unloading. 


There are six teams and drivers em- 


ployed in unloading. Three teams are 
used in hauling the wagond down the 
inclines from the cars to the ground. 
Three more teams are employed in 
taking the wagons from the edge of 
the incline to a place out of the. way, 
so work will not be impeded by wait- 
ing for those who are employed in tak- 
ing "the wagons to the show ground- 


One man hooks a rope onto the 


wagon first in line, while two more 
men are busy guiding the tongue from 
one car to another down the incline. 
For the rear ol the wagon another 
rope is fastened so as to steacy It as it 
goes down the incline. 
One man is 


busy working this rope which is wound 
about a stake well fastened to the un- 
loading car. 


Two or three teams are hitched to 


each wagon to take it to the grounds. 
There are about ten such squads busy 
with this delivery work. 


While this work is going on the an 


imal squads are preparing their ani- 
mals for removal. 
They unload them 


and take them to the grounds, where 
they are carefully groomed for the 
morning parade. 


T^ree hours is sufficient time for the 


unloading and transferring of all the 
equipment. 


There are about three hundred men 


in these squads, each squad having its 
own boss. The workings of these 
squads are very systematic, so as to 
economize time. .The economy of time 
is one of the chief aims of the manag- 
ers of large circuses. 
Such scenes 


were witnessed at the unloading of 
the John- Robinson show at the B. & 
0. yards this morning. 


The John Robinson show got in 


early this morning from ML Vernon 
where it did a great business yester- 
day. The show pitched tents in the 
field just south of the electric road, 
power house on Eleventh street and 
at 10 o'clock gave a fine street parade 
which was seen by thousands who 
lined the streets. 
The parade was 


noted especially for its fine horses 
and animals. The afternoon perform- 
ance was up to the usual high stand 
ard set years ago by John Robinsun, 
and without doubt the tents will be 
filled tonight. The circus has mai'v 
new and splendid features, which are 
woi ch seeing.

see a trained hog, and compared to one 
of my lectures a trained hog is as 
husks to ears of yellow corn. 


For hundreds of years the name of 


• Nero has been held up to detestation 


because he fiddled while Home burned 
and because he had a little way of 
slaughtering from 5,000 to 10,000 pris- 
oners in a batch after a battle. It was 


,- also a fancy of his to wipe out towns 


and depopulate agricultural districts, 
and we read of his putting out eyes 
and shaving off ears and toes and fin- 
gers. Historians have gone at it and 
made out that Nero was never so hap- 
py as when slicing up orphans or stick- 
ing old women full of pins, but that is 
only one side of his character. We are 
down on him because he hasn't been 
'given a fair show. 


As a kid Nero was placid and serene 


and content, and he is not even charged 
with pulling the cat's tail. While oth- 
er youths > were stealing eggs, robbing 
orchards and breaking • schoolhouse 


• -windows Nero was drawing cistern 


water for the Monday wash and cut- 
ting the grass_in_ tha_front,yard. _ He 
was Industrious, honest and truthful, 


^and he was an example to be pointed 


out. He grew to young manhood with- 
out a blemish on his character. Such 
was his probity that at twenty-one 
you might have searched his rooms 
over and over again without finding 
the photograph of an actress or a love 
letter from a ballet girl. His mother 
was still tucking him in when he went 
to bed on winter nights, and he was 
still loath to part with his hobbyhorse 
when the blow fell. He tumbled head 
over heels in love with a female train- 
er of lions, and In three short months 
she had broken his heart and mashed 
his wallet as flat as a pancake. We 
have all been there. We know what it 
is to be made a fool of by a girl we 
would die for. We would do just as 
Nero did if we had the chance. He 
first tried suicide, but the rope broke 
and let .him down with a chug, and he 
rose up with a feeling that he must 
have revenge on the whole world. 


My friends, if that female trainer of 


lions, who gave a performance every 
afternoon and was really the first girl 
In the world to whistle a ragtime air, 
had not toyed with Nero's young heart 
he would probably have married and 
been tak'en on as keeper of the ele- 
phants and the driver of the band wag- 
on, but she toyed, and he became a ter- 
ror on wheels. He went in to slam 
things, and Rome suffered. Don't be 
too hard on him. He had been thrown 
down, and thrown hard, and he hadn't 
the stamina to bid his aching • heart 
cease to ache and hunt around for an- 
jOther mash. 


History has picked out Lucrezia Bor- 


gia and held her up as the monster of 
her age, and history has committed a 
great wrong. 
I started out on her 


trail feeling that death by hanging 
•was too good for her, but as I traced 
her career step by step I had to leave 
my prejudices behind. As a child Lu- 
crezia wouldn't hurt a fly. The sight 
of a bulldog picking up a cat by the 
neck would have thrown her into con- 
vulsions. As a girl she was sensitive 
to other people's feelings to an amaz- 
ing degree. Had a young man with a 
pimple on bis nose been courting her 
she would hare died before asking him 
why he didn't have it cut off. 
She was 


a favorite in society. She always sat 
dow-n on the edge of a chair and folded 
her hands and said, "Yes, ma'am," and 
"No, sir," and she knew nothing what- 
ever of flirtations. It was only when 
she had become a young woman and 
When she learned that relatives of hers 
•were plotting to rob her of her inher- 
itance and send her out to do upstairs 
work at $4 a month that she turned 
to poison. She dosed them right and 
left, and when she discovered what a 
good thing she had she kept on with 
it. It is pretty well authenticated that 
she caused the deaths of fourteen dif- 
ferent people, and some of 'cm had 
funeral processions a mile long, but an 
impartial investigation lias satisfied mo 
that most of the crowd ought to have 
been in state prison anyhow. Besidei, 


;n those days every body »veut_ around 
with a pint bottle of poison in his coat- 
tail pocket, and if you called on a 
friend and drank a glass of lemonade 
or pop with him he generally tele- 
phoned the undertaker to send up your 
size in coffins. If Lucrezia hadn't got 
ahead of the game, it would have got 
ahead of her, ahd so what was the 
poor thins to do? They caueht her at 
it at last and made a gi<eat howl over 
things, but no one should go back on 
her on account of what history says. 


Let us now take up the case of 


Cyrus II. According to history, noth- 
ing pleased him more than to fling six 
or eight hundred people over a preci- 
pice or tie half a thousand innocent 
children to the tails of wild horses. In 
one day with his own hand he stabbed 
230 captives to death, and he got up 
bright and early next morning and had 
250 buried alive. \Ylieu Cyrus was in 
a merry mood, he lopped off the arms 
of fifty captives and set them to climb- 
ing over fences, and when he got up 
with a headache and a rocky feeling 
he made a change by lopping off twice 
that number of heads and watching 
the bodies play circus. 
He was full 


of business, was Cyrus, and he reached 
the top rung of the ladder before an 
old friend of his stuck a knife in his 
back to end his career. Give him a 
fair show, however. From the time 
he was big enpugh to handle a redhot 
poker he was set to poking rats with 
it 
They fastened steel claws on his 


fingers and encouraged him to scratch 
his nurse, and they turned him loose 
with a sickle and let him mow down 
eats and dogs. The idea was to get 
him to hanker for blood, and in due 
time he hankered. 
If any one had 


told Cyrus that it was a sin to gouge 
out the eyes of seven old women or 
slice off the noses of seven old men, 
he would have been truly astounded. 
He was the big It in Persia. He took 
to blood instead o£ golf or football, a»*d 
the Persians had to pay for it with 
their heads. It is held up against him 
in particular that on one occasion he 
invited 1,000 persons to a birthday 
party and just as they had got com- 
fortably settled down to enjoy them- 
selves he turned 10,000 Of his soldiers 
loose on the crowd and wiped them" out 
to the last old maid. 
It wasn't ex- 


actly the proper thing to do perhaps, 
but there were no books of etiquette in 
those days, and he could be excused 
for any little blunders. Let us be char- 
itable and forgiving. Let us remember 
that he was acting toward others as 
they itched to act toward him, and if 
any of the boys on the back benches 
who have been admitted for half price 
are named Cyrus let them cling to the 
name and seek to honor it.

Scheme, "Which Enables AH to Be- 
come Cape Codders—Glimpses Into 
Life of an Odd Town.

Fiw mcetou n, Mass., Aug. 11.—What 


St. Louis is to Chicago and Biooklyu 
is to New York Plj mouth Km k is to 
this quaint Cape Cod town, and tho 
rivalry between the two placi -, is at 
present accentuated by the claiuis of 
Plymouth Rock to historical supiema 
cy over Pronacetown. But Puninco- 
town laughs at the assertions of riym 
outh Rock, for did not the pilgrim 
fathers set foot first on tho sandy 
beach here? It was later, the natives 
will tell you, that the pilgrims w cut on 
to Plymouth and made a rock famous. 


To emphasize their superiontj the 


people of Provincetown intend electing 
a monument as a lasting meiuonal of 
the landing. The place where the pil 
grims reached shore is already marked 
by a modest stone, but this,no longer 
suffices in view of the boastings of 
Plymouth Rock. In order to get funds 
for the monument a society has been 
formed - which will work along no^el 
lines. 


A large sign has been placed on one 


of the little stores near the pre&ent 
memorial, and this sign informs visit- 
ors to Provincetown, of whom hun- 
dreds are brought daily by excursion 
Steamers from Boston, that if they are 
of -good character they ma'y become 
members of the Cape Cod Pilgrims' as- 
sociation by the payment of any sum 
not less than a dollar, the membership 
fees going into the monument treasury. 
As it is fo be expected this scheme has 
resulted in some very amusing scenes 
and dialogues. 


Not long ago a tourist party from the 


•west headed by a wealtliy German 
brewer and his Wife came to Province- 
town. The wife saw the sign and went 
into the store. 


"Here is $10," said she. "I have a 


good character in Milwaukee, and 1 
ivant to become a member." 


With beaming face she received her 


certificate, and then, tinning to her 
husband, said: 


"I'm a Cape Cod Pilgrim Daughter. 


Just wait until I get back to Milwau- 
kee, 
and we will see whether those 


Colonial Dames will lord it over me 
any longer." 


And both returned to the excursion 


boat the happiest of pilguins. 


This device for collect rite funds is 


only one of the many odditirs of Prov- 
incetown. Cape Cod has always been 
famous for the curious customs and 
mannerisms of its people, and this old 
town still retains much that is obsolete 
in other parts of the countrj. Yankee 
shrewdness in an extreme form is to" 
be found here coupled v, itli old time 
hospitality. Verbosity is another char- 
acteristic. Once an old Pi"\ incetown 
inhabitant starts talking there is no 
stopping him until he pausc-b to regain 
his breath.
